MERE is a scheme before the Cor nell, said

body on a junketing tour to 
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the kinds of street-paving in use over there, 
and can post the knownothing Aldermen. on 
the subject, thereby saving both their 
precious time and pockets of the taxpayers. 

The Mayor and the foreign-born Alder- 
men, from their ample stores of personal 
knowledge, can tel) the others that granit 
block and cobblestone are used quite gener- 
ally in European cities, and that they are as 
noisy and disagreeable for travel as the same 
materials when employed for paving pur- 
poses in American cities. They can also tell 
the knownothing Aldermen that gravel and 
macadam are extensively employed, and that 
both answer only indifferently well; that 
both become muddy in wet and dusty in dry 
weather, and require constant repairing, just 
as in Chicago, in proportion to the use. They 
can, furthermore, tell ignoramus Aldermen 
that the bonlevards of Paris are paved with 
slippery asphaltum, as are the principal 
streets of Washington, and wears there about 
the same as in our Capital. The other streets 
of Paris are paved with hard stone blocks and 
cobblestones, and are as noisy and unpleas- 
ant as the streets of New York, Boston, and 
Cincinnati. The Mayor can inform the Al- 
dermen who are ‘thirsting for foreign-pave- 
ment information at the cost of the taxpay- 
ers that considerable Norway pine block 
pavement can be found in London, where it 
is used on account of being noiseless and 
smooth, and preventing racket and rumble of 
vehicles, and that property-owners prefer 
renewing it every few years rather than en- 
dure the annoyance and nuisance of noisy 
granit or cobblestone pavements. 

The Mayor can inform the Aldermen that 
in those parts of Europe where the winters 
are mild and the frosts not severe they will 
find considerable smooth and slippery as- 
phaltum pavement, as, for example, in some 
of the large French, Spanish, Italian, and 
South German cities; but that in climates 
relatively as severe as Chicago or Boston it 
has proven a failure, as will be the case if 
introduced here; and, finally, that the pave- 
ment problem is no more solved in the cities 
of Europe than in the cities of America. 

After his Honor has imparted the fore- 
going information to the ignorant Aldermen, 
they will know as much about European 
pavements as they will after a three months’ 
junketing trip abroad at publie expense, and 
perhaps more. There is no serviceable in- 
formation to be had in Europe in regard to 
street-paving material that cannot be got by 
visiting American cities. An examination 
of the street pavements in New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Washington, Baltimore, 
Pittsburg, Detroit, Cincinnati, and St. Louis 
furnishes all the useful or adaptable hints 
and ideas that can be applied in Chicago as 
fully as can be obtained in all Europe or the 
rest of the world, and, indeed, in better shape 
fer adoption here. If the Mayor is honestly 
inclined towards the city’s interest, he will 
“sit down” on this junketing scheme of pil- 
fering Aldermen to enjoy a European pleas- 
ure tour at the expense of the taxpayers 
under the thin and impudent guise of seek- 
ing street-paving information. 


PROPOSED ALLIANCE OF BUCKS AND 
BOUBRBONS. 

The friends of Mr. Conkling have for a 
long time coquetted with the idea of a Bour- 
bon alliance. They perceive clearly that 
success for them within the lines of the Re- 
publican party is an impossibility, and they 
are so bent upon succeeding that they catch 
desperately at the only chance which remains 
to them of obtaining the reinforcements they 
need, They have at various times spoken of 
Mr. Conkling as the possible leader of a new 
party. Ile has been introduced to the public 
in an entirely novel character,—as an “ anti- 
monopolist”; and it has been pretended that 
he possessed in an eminent degree those 
qualities of head and heart which would en- 
able him to succeed in politics independently 
of all parties. But it is quite evident that 
these utterances are not sincere, nor intended 
to be taken seriously. Nobody understands 
better than the supporters of Mr. Conkling 
that a party and a machine are neces- 
sities of his political existence. He 
could no more prolong his publie career 
without patronage than he could his 
physical life without breath. The talk of 
his re@lection as an Independeut is, there- 
fore, tha sheerest folly. If it has any purpose 
at all, its object is to feel the public pulse, 
and prepare the way if possible for a much 
longer and more desperaté leap. 

The New York Herald, which maintains 
the most intimate and confidential relations 
with Mr. Conkling, has within a few days ad- 
vised him boldly to go over te the Democratic 
party. The sincerity of this advice and the 
wisdom of it are unquestionable. The logic 
which dictated it is withouta flaw. Givén 
the premises furnished by Mr. Conkling and 
his friends, and the conclusion arrived at by 
the Herald is inevitable. If it is Mr. Conk- 
ling’s purpose to make war on the Repub- 
lican Administration,” or to prolong the 
deadlock in the Legislature and throw the 
election o f Senators over into next winter, or 
to contribute to the defeat of the party in 
New Fuge a a means of punishing the Presi- 
dent, h@~js already a Democrat in 
intention and in heart. A politician 
who has adopted such a program has 
no business in the Republican party. Com- 
mon honesty and candor require that he 
should join his fortunes openly with the 
party to which he proposes to give his sym- 
pathy and aid. To remain in the Republican 
party and covertiv assist the Democrats 
would require a degree of treachery and 
baseness of which we are unwilling to be- 
lieve that even Mr. Conkling could be ca- 
pable. 

The path for Mr. Conkling, if he persists in 
his present course, is so open and plain that 
it cannot be mistaken; and any further ef- 
fort to point it out would be quite superfiu- 
ous, But the fact that he and his recognized 
organ have such a step under serious consid- 
eration at once suggests an inquiry as to the 
probable effects of it upon the immediate 
situation in the New York Legislature. If 
Mr. Conkling should obtain an election by 
means of a coalition of his Bucks and 
the Bourbons, and should, as the price 
of such a bargain, take back with him 
to the Senate a Democratic colleague, he 
would, ipso facto, becomea Democrat. Such 
a solution of the problem how to desert to the 
enemy most gracefully may well seem to him 
and his followers simple and alluring. But 
there is reason to believe that in practice it 
would not be so easy of accomplishment. 
The condition of a coalition must be a suf- 
ficient inducement to both parties to it. The 
Boarbons in the Legislature would doubtless 


_hold this condition to be fulfilled if one of 


the vacant Senatorships were alloted to them. 
But what reward has Mr. Conkling or any 
one acting for him to offer his Bucks fora 
betrayal of the party which has honored him 
and them alike? 

There are fifty-four Bourbons in the Legis- 
lature and thirty-three Bucks. Eighty-one 
votes are required for an election. To make 
a coalition effective, therefore, it would be 
necessary to obtain the assent to it of twenty- 
seven Bucks, or all but six of the entire num- 
ber. It is incredible that there should be 
this number of Republicans in the Legislature 
who would deliberately betray their party 
and sacrifice their political prospects to pro- 
mote the fortunes of any man, however reck- 
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mere would be none for the silly dupes 
and sycophants that should follow 
him. No offices would yawn for them, The 
door of party-preferment for them would 
not stand open. They would find in the 
Democratic party more and hungrier office- 
seekers and less means of appeasing their 
insatiable appetites than in the Republican 
party. Their one act ot perfidy would end 
their experience of public life abruptly and 


his friends has anything to offer them which 
could compensate them for so complete and 
ruinous a sacrifice. 

We do not, therefore, apprehend that the 
proposed coalition of Bucks and Bourbons 
will be effected. Mr. Conkling may bow suf- 
ficiently to the logic of events to turn Demo- 
crat himself, but he will be able to take with 
him into the enemy’s camp very little political 
baggage of any kind, ana hardly a handful of 
camp-followers and body-servants all told.

ORAZY SPECULATION IN ENGLAND. 

In another column will be found an article 
from the Pall Mall Gazette, entitled The 
Coming Crash on the Stock Exchange,” 
which shows that the condition of the money 
market in London Is precisely the same as in 
this country. Speculation has run wild. 
The bonds of bankrupt States and railways, 
shares in neglected or unworkable mines, 
stocks of iron or coal companies, all and 
everything that seemed low in price has been 
driven up, and for the most part has remained 
up. Stocks that pay no dividends at all, and 
that may never pay any, often stand higher 
in price to-day than others did a few years 
ago which yielded some dividends.” The 
Gazette repeats almost in identical language 
the warnings which Tue Tripune and 
other Americar newspapers have been 
giving for weeks past. A reaction and 
crash must come, and that very 
soon. The situation is so unwhole 
some, so overstrained, that any accident may 
cause it to snap, and, if no accident should 
oceur, the market must inevitably break 
down of its don weight in a few months. 
These views of the Gazette are already fa- 
miliar to the public as an expression of the 
condition of the American money market; 
but they are valuable as showing that infia- 
tion is not confined to this country. It is, in 
fact, world-wide, embracing not only the 
United States and England, but France as 
well, where the people recently went mad in 
their race for the very “fancy” Panama 
Canal shares; and Germany, where specu- 
lation has of late become rife, though in a 
less degree possibly than in the other coun- 
tries mentioned. When the crash does come, 
therefore, it will not be confined within nar- 
row limits. Whether it starts in England or 
the United States, it will inevitably extend 
to both countries, and eventually also to the 
Continent of Europe. 

The explanation given by the Gazette of 
the causes of inflation in England is bad 
trade and cheap money.” There not being 
use in legitimate enterprises for all the 
money in England, much of it has found its 
way intothe banks. The accumulations of 
deposits have made the market easy, and any 
kind of security has been taken for loans, 
The banks, it will be observed, are, or be- 
lieve they are, under the necessity of declar- 
ing dividends; hence they contribute 
liberally to the inflation by letting their loan- 
able funds go out on easy terms to speculat- 
ors. The only encouraging feature of the 
situation in England, as in this country, is 
that legitimate mercantile credits do not 
seem to be unduly extended. Hence the 
crash, when it does come, will canse no 
paralysis of trade; and the suffering will be 
chiefly confined to the stock-gamblers and 
those who have trusted their representatives. 
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RETALIATORY PROTECTION. 

Under the pressure of the agricultural pro- 
ducers in Germany and France the Govern- 
ments of those nations were induced to im- 
pose a duty, or an increased duty, on bread- 
stuffs and meats, as a sort of protection to 
the domestic farmers. But this protection 
could not be afforded to one class without 
provoking compensating demands from other 
classes.. The manufacturers insisted that as 
an offset to the protective tax on food there 
should be an increase of the duties on manu- 
factures, that the labor which was oppressed 
by the tax on food might also be protected. 
Once begun, the demands of the protective 
policy are insatiable. The German tariff has 
been revised several times with a view of 
affording more equitable protection, but in 
France partial protection has developed into 
the adoption of an almost radical protective 
tariff. 

In the meantime a commercial treaty be 
tween France and England is drawing near 
toits expiration. It terminates in Novem- 
ber, and the new French tariff will then be- 
| come applicable to the trade with England. 
The people and Government of England have 
become much excited, and the press and 
Ministry of Great Britain have been labor- 
ing with the French Government on the sub- 
ject, denouncing what they style the folly of 
the French, and at the same time appealing 
for anew treaty. The French Government, 
however, seems to be determined to retaliate 
by the adoption of a tariff that will be largely 
prohibitory. The new French tariff aban- 
dons the ad valorem duties, and adopts spe- 
cific duties, imposing rates by weight, 
measure, and count, and taking no notice 
of values. A comparison of the new rates 
with the old is difficult, but the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce has made the at- 
tempt, and announces that 


In two cases the increase is 25 per cent: in 
three, 50 per dent; in nine it ranges from an in- 
crease of 55 per cent to 95 per cent; in two cases 
it is 100 per cent; and in five cases from 10 to 
2 per cent. In short, the tariff is, so far as 
this branch Of business is concerned, merely 
prohibitory. 


Out of this disruption of the partial reci- 
procity which has hitherto existed in the 
trade between the two countries there has 
sprung upin England an agitation in favor 
of the abandonment of free-trade and the 
adoption of the protective system. This fac- 
tion’ proposes that England revenge her 
wrongs on France by imposing high rates of 
duties on all French goods. In faet the 
proposition is that, instead of encouraging 
and promoting the most liberal exchange of 
commodities, each nation shall abandon 
foreign trade, and contine its productions 
to the capacity of an exclusively 
home market, The coal-miner shall ex- 
change his coal for high-priced pork, the 
manufacturer shall double the price of his 
cotton, woolen, and leather goods, and ex- 
change them for double-priced wheat and 
corn. In short, that, doubling up the prices 
of all we produce, we shall produce only 
what is needed for home consumption, and 
convert our domestic commerce into a mere 
barter. Inthe meantime we must suspend 
the labor which produces the 8830, 000, 000 of 
surplus products which we now annually ex- 
port. Other nations are to do the same. 
Every country will so protect itself against 
the importations from other countries that 
protection as a principle will accomplish its 
natural result, the suspension of all inter- 
national trade, and the Chinese system will 
become universal. 

The London Pall Mall Gazette warns the 
French people against the delusion that they 
are always spre of a free market in England: 
alld against supposing that, while they can 
keep British goods out of France, French 
goods may always be admitted to the British 


forever. Neither Mr. Conkling nor any of 
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never recover. French wines and French 
gloves and fancy goods, the same paper in- 
sists, might be so taxed that it would soon be 
seen that no country could be so easily crip- 
pled by retaliatory tariff legislation as 
France, 

In all this the United States have an im- 
mense interest. We, it is true, have but a 
slight interest in the foreign protection to 
manufactures. This country, with all the 
facilities of being the great manufacturing 
Nation of the world, practically abandoned 
that business; indeed, voluntarily prohibited 
any export of manufactures from the United 
States, f 

But we have other interests. We produce 
food upon which other nations are largely 
dependent. They may tax the cotton, the 
breadstuffs, and the provisions, and the pe- 
troleum, and oft-cake, and the cotton-seed- 
olive-oil, which they receive of us, but can 
they do without them? Nations may do 
without many things, but cau they give up 
bread? They now buy wheat and flour for 
bread, and they are buying our Indian corn 
with which to maintain their cattle; they are 
buying our beef, pork, and mutton, alive and 
preserved, and our lard, and butter, and 
cheese; they are dependent on this country 
for their cotton, and largely for oil for illu- 
ininating purposes. Can protection of textile 
and other manufactures supply the defi- 
clencies now become permanent in the sup- 
ply of these articles of food? They may, by 
duties on American breadstuffs and provis- 
ions, increase the price of home-produced 
bread and meat, but that will not increase the 
supply, nor place them within reach of the 
hungry consumer. Protection will not make 
one loaf supply the necessity for three: nor 
will it increase the food sufficient for one 
person to a sufficiency for three. 

Retaliatory legislation of a protective 
character, while haying the general tendency 
to destroy international trade, will affect this 
country less, perhaps, than any other. It 
cannot, however, be permanent. It will have 
its run, and will, in its own time, expose the 
supreme fallacy of the whole system, and 
lead to its general abandonment and the uni- 
versal restoration of commercial intercourse 
upon the freest and most reciprocal basis. 
In the meantime me Retaliators and Pro- 
tectionists will have their day of experiment 
and their day of failure, and on the ruin of 
the whole system of protection will be estab- 
lished a world-wide traflic and exchange of 
the productions of all the peoples of all quar- 
ters of the globe.

A NECESSARY STATE REFORM. 

The idea of conferring upon the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of a local Government the privilege 
of vetoing individual items ina general ap- 
propriation bill, without thereby invalidat- 
ing the bill as a whole, originated in Chica- 
go. It was first incorporated in what is 
known here as the Mayor’s bill,“ which 
was passed by the Illinois Legislature short- 
ly after the fire of 1871, and gave the Mayor 
of Chicago the right to single out appropria- 
tions for disapproval. The plan operated so 
well in lopping off extravagant and useless ex- 
penditures which would otherwise have been 
unavoidable that it attracted attention else- 
where, and was subsequently applied to the 
State Government of New York in the latest 
revision of the Constitution. The people of 
New York have since had abundant reason 
to congratulate themselves upon this pro- 
vision, and Gov. Cornell has this year been 
able to cut out appropriations from the Gen- 
eral Supply bill and save in the aggregate 
about $104,000 which had been put into the 
bill by the usual process of log-rolling, and 
which, under the old Constitution, he would 
have been constrained to approve or allow 
the whole bill to fail. 

The advantage to the people of such a pro- 
vision is obvious. It places upon the Execu- 
tive the final responsibility for the expendi- 
ture of public money, instead of dividing it 
among 150 men who can shift the blame from 
one to the other. So long as it is necessary 
to veto a general appropriation bill as a 
whole, in order to avoid improvident and un- 
necessary items which it contains, there Is a 
standing excuse for the Governor for ap- 
proving in his official capacity what he 
knows he ought to condemn. But if he has 
the right to prune the bill of its objectionable 
parts, he is aware that he is personally re- 
sponsible to the people when he permits them 
to remain. Hence this executive privilege 
not onty makes his line of duty clear but 
also identifies his own political interests with 
an economical policy. 

It is a great pity that this useful principle, 
originating as it did in Illinois, has not yet 
been applied to our State Government. Had 
Gov. Cullom possessed the same discretion as 
to appropriations which Gov. Cornell was 
able to exercise in New York, he could have 
saved the people of this State even more 
money than Gov, Cornell has saved his peo- 
ple. ‘The inclination at the late session of 
the IIlinois Legislature was to extravagance, 
and there was no effective check upon it. It 
would have been futile, perhaps, to urge 
upon the Legislature to submit to the people 
a constitutional amendment conferring upon 
the Governor the power of discriminating 


amendments urged at the late session, 
whereas the Constitution provides that “the 
General Assembly shall have no power to 
propose amendments to more than one arti- 
cle of the Constitution at the same session.“ 
The friends of each proposition, desiring to 
secure to it the right of submission, joined 
the friends of the other propositions in vot- 
ing against any one scheme that came up. 
The result was that no amendment was sub- 
mitted, and if one in regard to the veto 
power had been urged it would probably 
have shared the general failure. 

There should be a general effort, however, 
to secure the submission of such an amend- 
ment as is desired at the called session of 
the Legislature, which will probably be 
necessary next winter to pass the new Ap- 
portionment bill. The Governor could prob- 
ably assure consideration of the subject by 
incorporating it in his message convening 
the extra session. But, even if he shall neg- 
lect to do this, the Legislature may still 
agree in extra session upon an amendment 
to be submitted to the people, because such 
an act is not legislation. The organization 
of public sentiment in favor of the project 
will be necessary, however, as it will pretty 
surely encounter selfish opposition from the 
jobbers and traders in and about the Legisla- 
ture, and from *that numerous class which 
subsists upon public moneys. The hydra- 
headed monster known as“ State Charity” 
will make war upon the project, for one of 
the earliest and most beneficent results of 
enabling the Governor to veto separate items 
would be the excision of superfluous gratu- 
ities to the numerous State institutions. This 
and all other opposition might be overcome, 
however, by the assertion of public opinion, 
and the extra session will be favorable to the 
attempt, because the present Legislature has 
passed all the appropriations it can make, 
and may be willing that its successors shall 
be kept within the limits of the public need. 
The newspapers of the State ought to take 
up this subject and convince Senators and 
Representatives in the various districts that 
they may establish a good claim on the grati- 
tude of their constituents by urging the sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment 
which shall provide the desired reform.

Warlike preparations in 
the Suitan’s Empire have caused so great out- 
lays that the new budget shows a deficit of 
£T4,000,000. In anticipation of this, taxes, 
which even for Turkey were extraordinarily 
heavy, have been imposed, but the revenue for 
war was not sufficient to meet the expenditures. 
Certain financial schemes submitted to the Porte 
have, it is said, been approved, and English del- 
egates have been invited to Constantinople. In 
the affairs of Cyprus there is also a deficit, and 
Engiand, for the so-called prize she acquired in 
the convention with Turkey, is called upon to 
pay for its maintenance the sum of £40,000 per 
year. English Liberals poirt to these facts 
with party satisfaction. One of them, as a tax- 
payer, regrets to hear of the Cyprus business, 
but “As a lover of justice,” he says, “I re- 
joice,”” 


Amone the other duties of naval officers 
enumerated by Secretary Hunt at Annapolis 
Friday was this one: 

It will be your office to protect in foreign 
countries our own commerce and all whu may 
gratefully thank God they are American citi-

Mr. GLADSTONE hinted strongly in a re- 
cent speech at a reform of the methods of pro- 
cedure in the House of Commons. He declined 
to pledge himself to any definit program a year 
ahead, and the subject cannot possibly be con- 
siderea until next winter, but it is generally ad- 
mitted that some revision of the rules has be- 
came imperative. The flow of eloquence in the 
House of Commons is altogether in excess of the 
demands of the public service. The most 
trivial question cannot be disposed of witbout an 
exasperating amount of talk. The obvious 
remedy is the cloture, or previous question, 
which all admit is the inevitable outcome of the 
discussion on the amendments of the rules, 
whenever it does take place, 


STATistics of pauperism in England for 
the year which closed in January last furnish a 
striking example of the poverty which exists at 
the side of colossal fortunes and material social 
and political progress. The number of paupers 
on the Ist of January was 809,518, of whom 195,- 
2860 were indoors paupers, and 614,222 outdoor, 
with exactly and only 177 of the total number 
classed as “relieved.” Reckoning the total pop- 
ulation at 22,700,000, which are the hgures given 
in the census of 1871, the proportion stands one 
pauper to every twenty-eight persons. Some 
improvement, however, was made over the 
previous year—a reduction of pauper®number- 
ing 34,513, who were confined wholly to the out- 
door class. 
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THe Pittsburg Dispatch is authority for 
the statement that at least twenty furnaces in 
the Lehigh and Schuylkill Valleys alone, which 
were in active operation a fortnight ago, will 
have gone out of blast within a few days, and 
that the condition of the iron trade is such as to 
warrant grave apprehensions, The extraordi- 
nary revival of this industry in the fall of 1879, 
says the Dispatch, stimulated production to the 
point of excess, and at the same time speculat- 
ors ordered large shipments from England. The 
combined product thus placed upon the home 
market greatly exceeded the demand, and the 
result has been a serious loss upon the English 
importations, amounting in a single transaction 
to $260,000. 


Mn. Jonx BURROUGHS announces, through 
Forest and Stream, that his experiment in intro- 
ducing the English skylark in this country has 
proved a failure. Mr. Burroughs imported seven 
of these birds in April; two of them died, and 
the other five, which were liberated, have dis- 
appeared, and it is probable that they have also 
died or been killed. Mr. Burroughs thinks that 
the size of the country and the climate aré un- 
favorable tg the introduction of the skylark, but 
suggests that if a number of the birds were lib- 
erated on an isiand off the coast they might 
multiply and eventually spread to the mainiand.

CIVIL WAR BROKE OUT IN AFPGHANISTAN 

AFTER THE WITHDRAWAL OF THE BRIT- 

18H. 

QUETTA, May 29.—The struggle for the throne 
of Afghanistan has begun, and first biood has 
been drawn by Abdurrahman. A certain Syud 
Azim Shah, who had assembled a band of 
Ayoob’s partisans about fifty miles from 
Girishk, arrived in the neighborhood of that 
place on the 19th inst. with a party of horse, 
variously estimated at 100 to 300. The Sirdar 
Gul Muhamad Khan, who is holding Girishk for 
the Ameer, as he did for us, attacked him 
immediately at the head of afew Cabuli militia 
just arrived from Candahar and some tribal 
horse, and drove him off with a loss of three 
killed and one , prisoner, all Alizaes, 
the chiefa of which were fighting for 
the Ameer. The affair is not of much 
importance, but it shows that even the 
Alizaes of Zamindawar, who are supposed to be 
Ayoob’s most thorough partisans, are by no 
means unanimous in his cause. Later advices 
state thut Syud Azim Shah's band numbered 1. 
500 men, of whom one-third are mounted men, 
and that he is stil in the neighborhood of 
Girishk, where reinforcements of regular troops 
have been sent from Candahar. Sirdar Mubham- 
ad Hashim Khan is said to be on his way to 
Zamindawar from Fara with 2,000 horse, but the 
Sirdar Muhamad Hasan Khan, who left Herat 
for the same place with 500 cavalry, turned back 
after he had made two marches, hearing that the 


Turkomans were menac a raid on the 
Herat phe. Ayoob re ed to 
have withdrawn his three Herati 


regiments from Khushk and to have disarmed 
them. If this is true, bis object was probably 
to obtain arms for the ab who are cer- 
tainly joining him in considerable numbers. 
Letters from e Ameer’s representatives at 
Candahar have n received by all the nota- 
ble inhabitants of Herat, inviting them in their 
own interests to join the Ameer and expel 
Ayoob from the country, and are said to have 
created much impression. I am inclined to 
think that Ayoob will not leave rierat, but will 
confine himself to a guerrilia warfare with the 
tribal levies in Zamindawar. 
All is quiet in these parts, and the health of 
the troops is good.

He wears a long 
Asiatic robe of variegated colors, a Persian 
sabre hung at his waist, and the ordinary Turco- 
man headgear, the high conical cap of black 
Astrakan wool. The Tekke commander bas 
brought his second son Ourazberdy to be edu- 
eated in one of the Russian military schools. 
His firet son was killed in the fight before the 
Russian trenches at Geok Tepe. The other 
members of the deputation are Aviz Sirdar, a 
young smooth-faced man, and Kboli Sirdar, an 
old, tall, white-bearaed veteran from Merv, 8 
properly gy does not form part o 
the deputation, but has only accompanied 
it in order to see Russia and its sights 
and give an account of them to his people 
in Merv. The deputies, who are all dressed sim- 
ilarly to the chief, Tikma Sirdar, except that 
their long gowns are of a yellowish color, are at- 
tended by one Tekke servant, a Russian cavairy 
captain, and a Kirghiz Djight.

Return of Smith, the Crooked Driver. 

Jobn B. Smith, lately a driver for the Ameri- 
can Express Company, was brought back to the 
city yesterday from Pekin, III., by Detective Pat 
Gray, of Pinkerton’s force. Smith is the man 
who, while in the employ of the company, was in 
the habit of passing out packages of merchan- 
dise to a confederate named Sam Hanna, who 
pawned them at establishments about town and 
shared the proceeds with the driver.

A NOVEL INVENTION. 

OrrumWa, Ia., June 11.—J. P. Flanders. of this 
city, bas invented and bas now in operation 
here an invention destined to make a radical 
revolution in the manufacture of wrought iron 
water-pipe and also in riveting iron generaliy. 
When large rivets are used, the machine will do 
something that, as far as we know, never has 
been done by any other device—viz.; rivets a 
pipe sixtcen feet long, or even longer, and does 
it by hammer blows as though by hand. and say 
a dozen biows to each rivet, the hammer being 
within the pipe and the head of the rivet on the 
outside, resting securely in a die made to fit. At 
a trial made here this week, the machine drove 
nine half-inch rivets a minute, and did it well. 
Tue application of the steam producing 
movements of the hammer is one of the most 
novel applications of that motor in the history 
of steam- power.

The recent order of the English Privy Council 
scheduling the cattle imported from Spain and Portu- 
gal, requiring their compulsory slaughter on landing, 
has produced great dissatisfaction among cattie 
breedors in those countries. There had been an out- 
break of pleuro-pneumoniain the north of Spain, in 
consequence of which the French Government had 
prohibited the importation of Spanish cattle into 
France; and there had been several outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease in both the north and south 
of Spaip. Before issuing the order, the Department 
had caused full inquiry to be made both by the Con- 
sulandan English veterinary surgeon. In the ab- 
sence of any negotiation in the cattle trade between 
Spain and Portugal, the Privy Council haa no alter- 
native but to include the latter country in the same 
order in Council.

It our scientific leaders have, on the 
one hand, led some minds towards the belief in 
a progress that issues entirely out of material 
gauses, they bave helped others to see more 
deariy than ever that society is acting under 
s Deity whose favorit method is that of pro- 
on. The recent studies in science have 
placed us all under new obligations toitin so 
tar as those studies have shown us what a un- 
versal and deep principle is this progression, 
Tie length of this march if tremendous. Thou- 
and of years count little in its great calendar. 
The 80:1 now on the surface of our globe was 
worn out of solid rock by rain, and fire, and frost, 
and chemical action. With the tirst thin soil came 
a growth ot light grasses or sbrubs. These, dying, 
helped make ashes for a larger plant. The 
great age of the final oak or cedar is but a day 
in the great year which first made our soil. All 
that man deholds, whether in the natural or 
spiritual world, is seen in the form of a regular 
advance. The parable of the mustard seed is 
the stury of the universe. We do not see the 
band which first sowed the seed, but our relig- 
| os pai tells us it was the hand of a personal 
; but the natural eye marks all and follows 
that sowing. and there is one scene everywhere,

Dr. Mul- 
ford, in a recent volume, beautifully contrasts 
the processes of nature and the actions of a per- 
gon: There is in nature no stram of sympa- 
thy that breaks its indifference, no love inter- 
fupts its inexorable course. No appeal can stay 
its falling rocks. No entreaty can restrain its 
deut ing waves. It has no power to help man in 
his calamity. It does not turn to avert his in- 
jury nor mitigate his pain.” There is truth 
enough in these reflecnon’s to lead us to feel 
bow Widely a person differs from all the pro- 
cesses of nature. The person has sympathy,—a 
fact which takes man away from tbhesimple pro- 
cesses of nature and assigns him to quite other 
companionship. This personality separates him 
from the dying sparrow and the autumn leaf 
and makes it probable that he belongs to a 
Spirituai k om whose laws are deeper and 
less legible, but grander than those which gro v 
a rosé bush or float a cloud. It is forbidden us 
by the Master of mysteries to know just what 
this peculiarity of man may be and what may 
be that awful personality called God. Matthew 
Arnold surprised all the world and offended 
gome part of it by saying that God is a “ some- 
thing which makes for righteousness.”” Let us 
find no great fault with the words, for the tides 
do not make for righteousness. They would 
as soon earry the ship of a pirate as of a dis- 
eoverer ora patriot. The winds made the same 
simmer music for the vessels of Kidd and Co- 
lumbus. The earthquake never beeds the homes, 
the dear firesides which are to be buried in its con- 
vulsion.

Germany tends toward equality, and 
to this music of humanity Kussia too will 
soon march. Changes will come rapia- 
ly. It is probable that this cent- 
ury will see the end of the wrongs 
now endured by the European multitudes from 
Ireland to the Black Sea. In this rapid decline 
and fail of great errors and wrongs our own 
land cannot but enjoy a part, for the civilized 
States are so bound into one by literature and 
the wide travels of multitudes that the progress 
of one is the progress of all.

ORDINATION SEVICES AT THE EPISCOPAL 
CATHEDRAL. 

Yesterday was known in the Church calendar 
as Trinity Sunday, and at the Cathedral of 88. 
Peter and Paul the solemn and impressive serv- 
ice of ordination occurred, attended by a con- 
gregation that nearly filled the sacred edifice.

chanted by the Kt.-Rev. Bishop, with responses 
sung by choirand people. The address of the 
occasion was then delivered by the Rev. Dr. 
Eimendorf, Hector of Racine College, who took 
for his text: f 

e have not chosen me, but I have chosen 
you and ordained you that ye sbould go and 

ring forth fruit, and that your fruit should re- 
main.“ -Von. v., 16. 

The speaker began with the thought that men 
started out in life, buoyant with youthful hope 
and strong with confidence in their untried 
powers, looking forward to brilliant success in 
some career of usefulness which they bad 
marked out for themselves, but the years went 
Uy and the bright vision faded from view. 

ith disappointed hopes and unsatisfied 
desires and sapped engergies, such an 
one would be tempted to sink down weary 
and disheartened at what he felt was a life with 
the blight of failure upon it. Happy was the 
man who had found his vocation, bis divine 
call, and who, instead of being a servant, was 
called friend by the Lord of lords. Such an one 
would go forth to do bis little work, feeble in his 
own powers, but strong in that mighty Name. The 
measure of the power given him was the meas- 
ure of his responsibility. God never overioaded 
men with responsibility; as the day was. 80 
should the strength be. ‘this was true not only 
in the realm of spiritual lite, but was true of all 
honest work in this world. A man’s lifework 
ougbt to be a vocation rather than a profes- 
sional, and the great probiem of a young man to 
soive was to determine to what state of life 
it had pleased God to cali him. The speaker 
then spoke upon the nature of the Diaconate 
and the priesthood, and how, having served 
faithfully in the lower station of assisting in the 
sanctuary, the Deacon would hear that other 
call of the living God and of the Church. Come 
up higher,”’ the most sublime call that could 
come to the children of men,—a call to the 
priesthood or ministry of Jesus Christ. This 


back age after age to apostolic times. The seed 
that had been first scattered in the olden time 
had borne abundant fruit, and it in turn had 
evutributed to scatter the seed far and wide.

The Kt.-Rev. Bishop occupied a seat near the 
holy table, and the Rev. Dr. Eimendorf pre- 
sented to him the candidate for Deacon's orders, 
Mr. E. H. Cleveland, a graduate of Kacine Col- 
lege and of the General Theological Seminary. 
Atter the manner of the ritual, the Bishop in- 
quired as to the character and qualifications of 
the candidate, and gave the customary oppor- 
tunity for any valid objection that might be 
offered by the congregation. Having examined 
the candidate and instructed him in the duties 
of his office, the young man kneit at the 
chancel rail and received the Episcopal laying 
on of hands as authority for executing the office 
of Deacon, and a copy of the New Testament as 
tne nuuthority for reading and preaching the 
Gospel in the Church of God. The Key. Mr. 
Cleveland then read the Gospel lesson. The ad- 
vancing of the Rev. Edward Ritchie, who bas 
been assisting in the services at St. Stephen s, 
Chicago, from the Diaconate to the higher office 
of the priesthood, was similarly performed, ex- 
cept that the charge to the candidate and the 
examination was at much greater length. Mr. 
Ritchie was presented to the Bishop by 
the Rev. Henry GS. Farr. co . 
Stephen's. All kneeling, the Veni Creator 
Spiritus was sung by the Bishop, the 
congregation rendering alternate lines. After 
prayer, the candidate for priest's orders knelt 
and recetved his ordination, tae Bishop and the 
clergy meanwhile placing their bands on his 
head. The Bishop delivered to Mr. Ritchie a 
Bible as his authority for preaching the Word of 
God. The newly constituted Deacon and priest 
then received the Roly Communion at the bands 
of the Bishop and the Rev. Dr. Elmendorf, fol- 
wing which the congregation partook of the 
consecrated ciements. The musical portion of 
the communion was admirably rendered by the 
large choir of male voices. e entire service 
occupied two hours, closing with a recessional, 
and as the surpliced singers and clergy passed 
out of the nave the strains of sacred melody 
gradually died away until they were lost in the 
recesses of the sacristy.

NORTH STAR BAPTISTS. 
LOOKING OUT FOR A NEW CHURCH SITE. 
The congregation of the North Star Baptist 
Chureh, now worshiping in the block at the 
corner of Division and Sedgwick streets, are 
seeking a change of location.

Santa Fe, N. M., June 10.—Retiable intorma- 
tion from Lincoln County is, that William Bar- 
ry, alias Billy the Kid,” who escaped from 
Lincoln County Jau on April 30 last, while un- 
der sentence of death, has added three more 
victims to his already large list. Thursday. a 
week ago, the escaped desperado rode up toa 
cow-camp of John Chisum, the well-known cat- 
tleman on the Panbandle, in which there were 
four cowboys. Three of these were seated 
around a fire cooking supper, while the fourth, 
Bennett Howell, was hobbling his horse about 
twenty yards from the fire. Riding up to the 
latter, “ the Kid” inquired, “ Are you working 
for old John Chisum?’ Tes,“ was the reply. 

“Then here's your pay!” A bullet from the 
Kid's pistol pierced the man’s brain at the same 
moment. Seeing the murder of their comrade, 
the other cowboys sprang to their feet, but be- 
fore they could draw their six-shooters that of 
the Kid had exploded twice again, and two more 
of the cowboys fell. Pulling down on the one 
remaining, the murderer shouted, “Hold up!” 
The command was promptly obeyed. “Now,” 
continued Billy, I want you to live to take a 
message to old John Chisum for me. Tell him 
during the Lincoln County war he promised to 
pay me $5a day for fighting for him. I fought 
for him and never got a cent. Now, I intend to 
kill his men wherever I meet them, giving him 
credit for $5 every time I drop one until the 
debt is squared; and, if I happen to meet him 
before, I will kill him and call the whole accou nt 
settled. Alllam living for now isto get even 
with my enemies, and I expect to be in this 
country tull I do that. 

The Kid then rode away toward the Pecos, 
and the cowboy, after seeing that his friends 
were all dead, made ali haste to the nearest 
cawp, where he told his story and secured as- 
sistance to bury the bodies of the murdered 
men. HedVy rewards are out for the Kid, but 
there seems to be but one man in all that section 
with nerve enough to follow the Kid; that is tne 
Sheriff, Pat Garrett, who is on his trail, and un- 
less killed himself will get the Kid eventually. 
in the celebrated Lincoin County war three 
years ago, the Kid was on the side of the Chisum 
faction. Chisum is called the cattle king of the 
Pecos, and claims a range of sixty miles in 
length down the Pecos River, although it is all 
Government land. More than likely Chisum 
will now start some of his cowboys after the 
Kid, and they, in conjunction with Sheriff Gar- 
rett, may run him down soon.

THE COST OF ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

The gas people are anxiously discussing the 
cost of electric light as compared with pro- 
ducing gas. They quote the opinion of Prof. 
Leo Daft, the electrician of the New York Elec- 
tric- Light Association, against the former, who, 
in au address delivered at Delmpuico’s April 28, 
and since printed, publicly said! 

I will relate to you the result of observations 
made during a recent visit to the office of an 
eminent electrician IEdison.] The light was 
that known as incandescent,—a filament of car- 
bon raised to a light-emitting heat in vacuo. 
The exciusion of the airis necessary to prevent 
the otherwise rapid destruction of the carbon 
by combination with oxygen. At the time of 
my visit there were sixty-two lamps in the cir- 
cuit. According to their statement, each 

was of sixteen-candle power,— 

their statement as correct; 
this will give us an aggregate of 992 candies. 
The generator was vitalized by an engine rated 
by the attendants in charge at six-borse power. 
{ found that it was a 5x7 cylinder, working with 
9 little expansion 430 revolutions per miuute, 
with ninety pounds of live steam, in a boiler not 
fifteen feet trom the engine. I have every rea- 
son to believe that the steam wus delivered at 
the cylinder with an almost inappreciable loss 
on ninety pounds. Under those conditions 1 
think itis perfectly fair to assume (you have 
the data, so that you can calculate it afterward) 
that 750.000 foot pounds were consumed in pro- 
ducing those sixty lights, aggregating du 
candies. lu the kindof engine they had 750,000 
foot pounds requires a consumption of about 100 
pounds of coal per hour. It was an ordinary 
high-speed engine That 750,000 foot pounds I 
assume required a hundred pounds of coal. 
That is the only weak point in my data; 
I do not know that to be true; but I never saw 
an engine of that form yet capable of delivering 
one-horse power with less consumption than 
four to five pounds of coai per horse- power per 
hour. I want to be as fair as 1 can in the mat- 
ter. I wish to compare this, as they have taken 
particular pains to compare it, with gas, at the 
present cost of gas.

tude of Selling Liquor to 
Minors 


By Messrs. E. C. Larned and B. A.

A public meeting was held last night at the New 
England Church, Dearborn avenue and Delaware 
piace, in the interest of the work of the North 
Side Citizens’ League for the Suppression of the 
Sale of Liquor to Minors. The church was en- 
tirely filled, the exercises beginuing at 8 o'clock. 
After singing the hymn Rescue the Perishing,”’ 
prayer was offered by the Kev. R. D. Sheppard. 
The pastor of the church, the Rev. Arthur 
Little, then introduced Mr. E. C. Larned, Presi- 
dent of the North Side Citizens’ League, who 
spoke for halt an hour. He began by stating 
briefly the object and aims of the League, defin- 


ing particularly what it was not. The 
Le.gue was not a temperance organiza- 
tion in the usual sense of the term. Its 
object was not to procure a prohibitory law; it 
was not to correct or alter the present license sys- 
tem. Those were important objects, but their 
promotion would be left to others. There was 
no doubt that intemperance was a great source 
of evil, that to banish it would be the greatest 
biessing, but the moment that men began to 
consider methods of suppressing intemperance 
they would be met by their honest differences of 
opinion. The object of the League was one 
that commended itself alike to the total ab- 
stinence people, the moderate drinkers, and 
even to the saloonkeepers themselves. That 
object was to suppress the sale of 
liquor to minors. There was upon the statute 
book of the State a law which made such sale a 
misdemeanor. The wisdom of such a law no 
man could question. Even if it were true that a 
man bad aright to make a beast of himself by 
plunging into intemperance and making him- 
self a curse to the community, yet no man hada 
right to place this passivn in the nature of the 
child, as was being done every day, and deal out 
liquor to the boys and girls of the community. 
The evil the —ů — trying to suppress was 
one whose charter couid not be por- 
trayed and whose 
overestimated, 
that men who knew of the terribiy 
destructive power of liquor could sell to minors. 
This was 
A CRIME AGAINST HUMANITY, 
r the fountain at the spring, for the 
ope of the future was in the youth. Every man 
who loved his country apd wo had a waichful 
interest fur its future must seetoit that the 
young were uot exposed to temptations that 
would lead them toruin, The consequences of 
negiect would be disastrous. There was a law 
aimed at this great evil, but enormous conse- 
quences that Howed from the evil could not be 
stopped y law. Law would not 
entorce itself, and was not its own 
executioner. Of itself it was a dead letter, and 
it needed the united public opinion of the whole 
community to give it force and make it what it 
should be. It was for this purpose that com - 
munity ought tobe ban towether to over- 
whelm the practiee and put an end to it forever. 
Before the League began its work the law was 
openly detied, and ali over this city the saloons 
were filled with boys and giris, to whom liquor 
was freely dispensed. In the neighburhood of 
the public schools more than ove saloon had its 
support from the pupils. Tais condiuon of 
things could not wait for the law to perform 
its duty. It needed that the people be roused to 
a sense of danger. The work bad been success- 
ful in its operadion. The men who vioiated the 
law had in themselves a sense of guilt and shame 
that made them feel their buseness. Many of 
them had even become the allies of the League, 
and in front of some of the saloons was already 
posted in conspicuous type, No liquor sold to 
minors.“ The dealers’ organization had adopted 
arule forbidding selling to minors. The chil- 
dreu needed the gett ee of com mu- 
nity, and citizens should carry forward tue 
work of the e to its proper re- 
sults. To this end they wanted, not money, 
but influence, a bearty public sentiment whose 
voice gave no uncertain sound, that there 
should be a stoppage of this infamous traffic in 
the City of Chicago. 
MR. EMERY X. STORRS 
was introduced and said that the League could 
not ask nor expect a more flattering iudorse- 
ment than the audience there assemo He 
congratulated the League on baving such an 
audience, the city on having such a League, 


-which was in such unquestionable favor of the 


peopie. He was speaking, he said, in 
what might be called the Athenian quarter 
of Chicago, where tne wealth, and culture, and 
philanthropy of the city was especially cen- 
tered. He — 7 — forward and active 
though the North Side had been in ali activity 
fur the pubiic good, that this work had been 
long delayed. It was fortunate that it had 
fallen upon such times, that it had at its head a 
gentieman whuse name was as familiar as a 
household word, and whose character as a i- 
lantbrupist was koown over the land.

If 
there was a heavy income from tne whisky tax, 
he would reason backwards and see that there 
had been a great quantity manufactured, and 
consequently great consumption, and this 
would involve increase in cfime., — and 
E perism. It was time that something be done 
n the way of National reform. 
The League was broad and comprehensive in 
its purpose, taking in all kinds and beliefs of 
with creeds or without, and know- 
no politica. Its scope was as 
broad as humanity, and its charity was 
for all mankind. It bad done a noble work in 
the three years since it was organized. It found 
unexecuted statutes prohibit the sale of 
liquor to minors, and it had iu a large measure 
checked the evil in thie city. Reformers bave 
made a mistake in thinking that if they could se- 
cure the passage of prohibitory laws that the 
sale and use of liquor would cease of itself. 
Law required to be enforced, and to accomplish 
this it had to be backed by a determined public 
opinion. The League at the outset determined 
that it would limit its operations to the territory 
embraced on the North Side, and that it would 
endeavor to do one particular thing, and 
to do that one thoroughly. That specific 
aim was the protection of the youth. 
During its short existence it bad reduced the 
number of arrests on the North Side by about 
4,000. It had thereby reduced taxation and con- 
tributed to the public weaith by reducing the 
expenses of the prison, the courts, and the po- 
live force. During the three years the League 
bad spent less than $4,000 in money. No char- 
itable organization in the State

during that time with an equal expenditure of 
money. ‘The League had been a tremendous 
reformatory agent, though not a temperance 
body, yet it bad been a powerful auxiliary. It 
was not a probibitory organization, yet it bud 
been a powerful auxiliary to that end. It 
was not political or rtisan, but, 
growing from small beginnings, it had estab- 
lished the fact that political organizations must 
look elsewhere for their influence than to the 
drum-shop. It was not a church, but yet it car- 
ried with it an influence that was at once Chris- 
tianizing and evangelizing. The League was 
building up a temperance opinion where it 
never before existed. Ten years ago no such 
audience would have Gethered at the North Side 
under such auspices. It had converted business- 
men, and it had even won saloonkeepers to its 
principles. To-day they were inscribing its 
maudates upon their banners. They had a 
weekly paper devoted to the liquorinterest, and 
on the first page of the last number was a 
ortrait of the League's ageut, Mr. Paxton, who 
ad formerly been derided and insuited. Now 
they recognized that the objcct of the ue 
was one that appealed directiy to them, and y 
were willing to give public recognizance of their 
feeling toward the League. The speaker would 
go further.

NO VINDICATION FOR CONKLING. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, June 9.—Whatever the result of the

Failure in the 
achievement of speedy success, personal ap- 
peais to friends, constant resort to parliamen- 
tary tactics, and an unremitti but vain 
struggle in his be 0 official 
parasites have already ut upon dim 
the ignominy of public condemnation and de- 
feat. He has been tried upon the impracticable 
issue raised by himseif, and his discomfiture is 
scarcely less complete and crushing than it was 
a year ago in Chicago. Should he be chosen 
Senator to-morrow, his success would be aa- 
cribed to the peculiar wirepullmg and subtle 
political manuverings which he understands so 
well, and not to any sympatby of the with 
his puerile sulks and small-calibred jealousy.

A quarrel with the President is no ground for 
such action. Congress, comprising the Senate 
and House of Representatives, is practicaily the 
chief brunch of our Government. A Seuator is 
as independent and powerful within the sphere 
of his autbority as the President or a Judge of 
the Supreme Court. The President bas no power 
to coerce a Senator, no power to displace him, no 
power whatever over him. The theory of our 
Government is that ail power is derived from 
the — — and the power of a Seuator within 
the legitimate domain of his official authority is 
as inviolable as that of the President. lu mo- 
narchical countries it is otherwise. There all 
power is conceded to abide in the head of the 
Government,—the Queen, Emperor, or yo a 
Hence, when a Minister or other appointee dif- 
fers from his royal master on any important 
subject, custom makes it incumbent upon bim 
to resign. He thereby restores the office 
to the one who gave it. The same 
custom is recognized in this country so far as 
the direct appuintees of the President are con- 
cerned, such as Cabinet oflicers, foreign Minis- 
ters, etc. But it nas no application whatever to 
Congress, which is a coordinate branch of the 
Government. And this leads to even stronger 
poe for censuring the course of Mr. Conk- 
ing in resiguing,—deserting his post at u critical 
period in the history of his party. His action in 
this bebalf serves to introduce a monarchical 
custom, belittle the independeuce of the Senate, 
and suggest its subordination to the executive 
branch of the Government,—a theory hostile to 
the pronounced discriminations of the Constitu- 
tion and uniform custom of the past.
